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DETAILED ACTION 

This is in response to the Amendment submitted October 17. 2003. The text of 
those sections of Title 35, U.S, Code not included in this action can be found in a prior 
Office action. 

Claims 1-8, 11-13, and 15-22 are currently pending in this application. 
Election/Restriction 

1 . Non-elected claims 1 5-20 have been cancelled by Examiner^s amendment as set 
forth below. Applicant may re-file said claims in a divisional application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC S 103 

2. The 35 U.S.C. § 103 rejections as set forth in the previous Office action have 
been withdrawn in view of the amendment submitted by Applicant on October 1 7, 
2003. 

Examiner's Amendment 

3. An examiner's amendment to the record appears beJow. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Mr. William Krayer was notified by telephone on November 25, 2003, that claims 
15-20 would be cancelled by Examiner's amendment.

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-8, 1 1-13, and 21-22 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 1 and 22, the specific method of making a hard surface on an 

internal annular portion of a spinning rotor cup which includes colloidal suspension of 
sodium silicate in the form Na20-xSi02 (x 2.55 by weight) was not taught or 
suggested by the prior art of record. 

Regarding claim 8, the specific method of electrolytically forming a hard ceramic 
surface internal annular surface of a collection groove of a spinning rotor cup was not 
taught or suggested by the prior art of record. 

Regarding claim 21 , the specific method of electrolytically forming a hard ceramic 
surface internal annular surface of a spinning rotor cup where an electrode is placed 
inside said spinning rotor cup and said electrode comprising a body and a downwardly 
oriented peripheral flange was not taught or suggested by the prior art of record. 
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Any conaments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
